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What the cattle breeder 


Not many months ago, when traveling on a train, I heard two 
oes in the seat across from me discussing a successful 
young men im - zl h id. “It’s 
breeder. One of them quite shocked me when he said, “It’s too 
bad that he (the breeder) doesn’t know he would have gotten his 
results anyhow, just as a matter of chance, even thouga he had 
not worked so hard to select his breeding animals.” Later I was 
informed that he was a statistical geneticist, and that his mind 
worked in the abstract only. This relieved my feelings for several 

a 

—— I got a new shock recently when discussing our cat- 
tle breeding operations with a friend who is a successful mining 
man. In reply to his question as to what our average price had 
been on the more than one hundred animals we had sold during the 
preceding six months I stated the figure which was quite high. My 
friend then asked it in this average was included the sale of our 
last year’s International grand champion bull, a sale which ran into 
several thousand dollars and one which I naturally would not omit 
from my calculations. My friend, however, argued that the in- 
clusion of this high priced bull was not fair to the average. He 
said that, in his opinion, the production of that bull was just a 
matter of luck. He felt that it was no more indicative of the run 
of our cattle business than the presence of a big nugget in the 
vein of gold-bearing ore would indicate the productive value of the 
gold mine. 

These ideas naturally jolted me since I had been breeding Ab- 
erdeen-Angus for over thirty years and working toward just such 
a goal. I had combined blood lines, selected sires and dams on the 
basis of individual merit, and done everything that I could to pro- 
duce animals of championship quality. In fact, during the time 1 
have been breeding Aberdeen-Angus I have exhibited five Inter- 
national grand champion bulls and five International grand cham- 
pion cows. Of these, three bulls and two cows were actually bred 
by me. In addition to this the Rosemere herd has produced and 
exhibited ten International junior or reserve grand champions. 

Perhaps a brief discussion of the thought and effort involved 
in the production of last year’s grand champion bull, Epponian 8th 
of Rosemere, will set forth my ideas as to whether I have been 
doing anything as a breeder or have merely suffered from hallucin- 
ations during the last thirty years. There is much more to making 
a grand champion than the final nod of the judge. To my mind, 
Epponian 8th was the best Aberdeen-Angus bull I have ever seen. 
He was an aristocrat in the strictest sense that this distinction can 
be applied to pure bred live stock. He always was appearing at 
his best, looking the part of a champion, well mannered, and with 
a readiness to respond to good care that I have never seen excelled. 
His type was flawless, and in smoothness and thickness of flesh 
we have never produced his equal. 

Did he come by these qualities by accident? Or are they the 
result of intelligent foundation selections and subsequent matings? 
It has always been my belief that these two things mean success 
or failure in the development of the highest type of animal form, 
and provide the acid test of the breeder’s art and judgment. I do 
not believe that a hit-or-miss method of ‘reeding will produce 
champions, nor do I believe that we would have produced Epponian 
8th regardless of what we did. His pedigree is full of ancestors 
that were famous as outstanding performers in the show ring or 
for accomplishments above par as producers of show ring winners. 
However, we did not produce him by abstract pedigree but rather 
we were actively identified with the production of most of his nearby 
ancestors, and exercised the choices with regard to the matings of 
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their parents. He was not 
bred as a pedigree study. I 
actually dealt with many of 
the individuals in his pedi- 
gree for five or six genera- 
tions back. His pedigree was 
good, in my opinion, because 
I knew the animals that com- 
prised it. Not only did I 
know their individual merits 
and their records as show animals, 
but I knew something of the way 
they bred, what good points they 
transmitted to their offspring and 
what weaknesses I had to guard 
against. 

The sire of Epponian 8th was 
Eileenmere 61st and the grandsire 
was the great Hileenmere 32d, un- 
questionably the breed’s greatest 
living sire today and a bull which 
has already proved himself to be 
one of the great sires of the breed 
in the herd of J. Garrett Tolan. His sire was Hileenmere 15th, an 
International grand champion sired by a bull of my breeding, 
Eileenmere 4th, he by Oakville Quiet Lad, International grand 
champion which I exhibited in 1910, and he by Black Woodlawn, 
the outstanding International champion of 1902. Some of these 
history-making bulls appear not once but several times in the pedi- 
gree of Epponian 8th, both on the sires’ and dams’ sides. This 
emphasizes my belief that in order to obtain the best results one 
must not only concentrate the blood of good animals but must re- 
peat the same blood lines on both the sires’ and dams’ sides if the 
most effective improvement is to be obtained. 

The dam’s side of the pedigree of Epponian 8th possessed an 
even more distinguished array of star performers. His already 
famous young mother, Epponia C. B. 2d, was herself an Interna- 
tional prize winner and was a daughter of the great Prizemere 
32d, a premier sire of his day for the breed and one of the best 
liked sires ever used in the Rosemere herd. He was a son of Prize- 
mere 9th which I believe to have been the most prepotent sire that 
our herd has ever known. Prizemere 32d’s full sister, Pride of 
Rosemere 67th, was junior and reserve grand champion at the In- 
ternational as a calf in 1925 and was grand champion Aberdeen- 
Angus female of the show as a yearling in 1926. At other points 
in the female’s side of the pedigree we run repeatedly into the 
progeny of Oakville Quiet Lad, thereby connecting the blood lines 
on both sides. 

It is my opinion that the only way in which we can make 
progress in the Rosemere herd is by such a system—a system 
which will produce a dependable type and conformation. We have 
concentrated, by mild degrees of line breeding, the blood of famous 
animals, so that we have been able to step forward a little bit at 
the tops in each generation that we have produced. For example, 
when we purchased Eileenmere 61st, we brought back into the herd 
a bull whose principal ancestors were of our breeding or had been 
used in our herd; however through the female line there were 
some light out-crosses of other blood. It has been my experience 
that we could make the greatest progress this way and this is the 
only method we have used to bring outside blood into our pedigrees. 

Early in my experience I found that if I brought in animals 
whose pedigrees and blood lines differed materially from those 
with which I was working, the results were bad, not always in the 
first generation but invariably in generations to follow. Hence, 
we have used this system of mild out-crossing and have returned 
into our herd, both in sires and dams, only those animals which 
show a preponderance of our own breeding or of the blood lines 
we have used. 

Just now I am considering the importation of a few outstand- 
ing females from Scotland, to be mated [Please turn to page 76

From that time until March Ist the ration con- 
sisted of two parts ground cob corn, one part whole oats, alfalfa 
hay 4% pound oil meal, '2 pound cottonseed meal, 4 pound bran, 
113 pounds Tarkio. March 1st to May Ist, alfalfa hay, two parts 
ground cob corn, 2 parts ground shelled corn, same concentrate 
feeding as before. May Ist to August 15th on blue grass pasture 
with the same mixture as just stated. August 15th to September

15th ground shelled corn, % pound oil meal, % pound cottonseed 
meal, and 1% pounds Tarkio, with corn fodder that had been 
allowed to dry, for roughage. September 15th, new corn was 
gradually added to the ration, and by October 10th they were 
getting all ground new ear corn, corn fodder for roughage, with 
the same concentrates as above.” 

The selection of the grand champion fat carload over all 
breeds fell to the judging committee composed of J. H. Boyle, 
Arthur Cone and H. B. DuPlan, who found that the sifting com- 
mittee had retained 141 loads out of the original 244 entries. The 
Aberdeen-Angus breed had something like 90 loads in the original 
entry list, seventy of these were retained in the show. Thus the 
Doddies gained their first outstanding victory in the carlots, re- 
taining a fifty-fifty break with all other breeds combined. This 
is a record to be considered in anybody’s show. In the finals 
Schmidt Brothers medium weight load was awarded the grand 
championship honors. These 1068 pound cattle were purchased by 
Willson & Company for Pfael-

One-half 
ct the ribs and loins were sold to Isbell’s Restaurant in Chicago 
and the other half went to Kugler’s Restaurant in Philadelphia. 
The rounds were taken by the McCann market in Pittsburgh and 
the chucks were handled in Chicago through the better local trade. 
Thus it will be seen by a careful analysis of the process from the 
Schmidt breeding plant and the Sand Hill country of the midwest 
where the calves first saw the light of day, down through the 
Schmidt Brothers feed lots, there consuming the local feeds and 
roughage together with concentrates assembled elsewhere, that

The year 1937 has been one of the most 
successful in the history of the organiza- 
tion. The marked increase in registrations, 


transfers and new members reflects the o 


growing interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
Breeders have made wonderful improve- 
ment in the class of cattle produced, all of 
which is gaining new friends for the breed 
each year The secretary desires to express 
his appreciation to the members for the 
splendid support and cooperation given him 
during the year. Such splendid coopera- 
tion means that the breed will rise to great- 
er heights and that it will be crowned with 
greater laurels in the future. 

At the request of a number of exhibitors 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at the Intema- 
tional, the Board of Directors of the Associ- 
ation rescinded the action taken a year ago 
to eliminate the three year old cow and bull 
class from the classification for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Hence the classification for 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle in 1938 
will be the same as prevailed in 1937. 


A number of requests have come to the 
office during the past few months asking 
permission to record Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
over two years old that were not recorded 
prior to July 1, 1937. The Board of Direc ¢ 
tors at the regular meeting voted to sus- 
pend until April 1, 1938 the rule prohibiting 
the recording of cattle over two years old. 
Members can now record two year old cat- 
tle prior to April 1, 1938 at the fee of $5.00 
per head. After April 1, 1938, Rule 15X 
will be in effect. This rule will permit the 
recording of cattle over two years old on 
the following basis. The application for 
registry when received must check with the 
records of the Association and will be ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee upon 
recommendation of the Secretary. The fees 
for same shall be $10.00 for members and 
$20.00 for non-members. 

The Board of Directors at the annual 
meeting voted to increase the registration 
fee for cattle imported from Canada and 
England or Scotland to $50.00 each. The 
fee to be effective on all cattle purcha 
after December 3, 1937.

hicago International, held at 
“rt ag pe pavilion November 
27th to December 4th, recorded new achieve- 
ments for the Aberdeen-Angus breed. For 
the first time in history the Aberdeen- 
Angus entries exceeded the entries from 
either of the other major breeds. Indicative 
of a fast approaching first place for the 
breed in America. As usual a majority of 
the first places and championships in all 
inter-breed competitions went to Aberdeen- 
Angus. In the breeding show in the big 
arena where Judge Alex. McDonald, ot 
California, did a most excellent piece of 
work, the usual outstanding quality was on 
display. The entries were indeed of an 
International complexion, In as much as our 
Canadian friends had come across the line 
with a wonderful showing from the herds 
of Thos. Henderson, of Lacombe, Alberta, 
John D. Patterson, of Richmond Hill, On- 
tario, and the Edwards Brothers, of Wat- 
ford, Ontario. A peculiar complex arising 
out of the various results at different shows 
throughout the season, chiefly because of 
the herd combinations having been shifted 
more than usual, thus avoiding to a large 
measure any fixed confidence as to where 
the grand championship ribbons would hang, 
found no particular relief as the owners 
followed their entries into the arena where 
most of them were to meet for the first 
time Judge McDonald. What would happen 
no one knew. Soon after the aged bulls 
entered the arena and the judge started to 
work, everyone settled back with the com- 
fortable feeling that the gentleman from 
the West was capable of doing a pretty neat 
job. A job that was destined to be highly 
satisfactory all around. And so it was. 
The aged bull class of six was headed by 
Blackcapmere 113th who had won the grand 
championship at the American Royal just 
recently for Congdon & Battles, of Wash- 
ington. Here he defeated a splendid ring of 
mature beasts. He was smoother than ever, 
most wonderfully covered, lowset, deep and 
wide and left the ring confident that he had

a good chance at the senior and grand 
championship honors. The eleven two year 
olds furnished a great display of thrift 
together with a wealth of type and quality 
from beginning to end. In the group were 
bulls that had stood in the high places at 
many shows this season. It was however 
for Bandolier of Anoka 6th shown by Ed- 
wards Brothers of Canada to rise to first 
place. He had been grand champion at the 
Eastern States and several other shows the 
past season and he too left the ring under 
the impression that he was to be considered 
in the finals. When the fourteen senior 
yearling bulls paraded and the judge point- 
ed to Envious Blackcap B. 6th and directed 
him into first position everyone realized 
immediately that the senior championship 
was to be a pretty warm show, for this 
last bull had taken down quite a number of 
Royal purples this year for Elliott Brown. 
Here too were many entries that had graced 
championship positions duing 1937. Like 
the two year olds they were a wonderful 
set of bulls, plenty of quality, good type 
and superb finish. When these three bulls 
returned for the senior championship bout, 
quiet reigned along the rail and upon the 
seats. Which one would it be? Each had 
a following. Judge McDonald soon turned 
his attention to the two older bulls. Between 
them he pondered. After weighing carefuily 
every item that might be considered as an 
influence in favor or against, he pointed to 
the two year old. Thus Ontario was on her 
way for greater honors. 

The junior classes were large and filled 
to the brim with outstanding young bulls, 
many of which will make trouble in the 
show rings of tomorrow. When eighteen 
young yearlings found their places along 
the rail and were ordered out for parade 
the audience at once realized that the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders of this country 
were making splendid progress with the 
improvement of their breeding cattle. Full- 
erton of Oklahoma placed his great winning 
calf Qualiteer of Sunbeam at the head of 


the list, defeating other first prize winners 
for the last season. This was a low set, 
thick made bull with about everything that 
goes to make a champion. The second show 
in the junior division found Tolan at the 
top of a list of fourteen entries with his 
summer yearling Eileenmere 168th. This 
was another class containing many out- 
standing prospects, bulls that will make 
history in the years to follow. Fifteen 
toppy youngsters came forward in the sen- 
ior bull calf class which found a wonderful 
top in Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric, one 
of the finest, best made youngsters ever 
to come from the Ames Plantation herd. 
There were thirteen head in the junior calf 
class. Here it was for the first time that 
a blue ribbon was taken more than once by 
an exhibitor. Eileenmere 190th had brought 
to the Tolans that signal honor. Thus the 
Illinois herd had two chances at the junior 
championship ribbon. Chances or no chances, 
Ames Plantation had brought along their 
senior calf for that purpose and the judge 
quite agreed with them when he singled out 
Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric as the junior 
champion. While the judge liked both his 
senior and junior champions, he could not 
get away from the senior champion Ban- 
dolier of Anoka 6th when he was in search 
of a place to hang the grand champion bull 
ticket. So he tossed the purple banner 
across Lake Ontario where it found a happy 
resting place with Alex. Edwards who has 
been a regular contender at the Interna- 
tional for years. 

When eleven groups of five bulls slowly 
moved into the arena, finally to find their 
rating and be lined up down through the 
center of that big ring, it became apparent 
for the first time to thousands of persons 
who rested in the seats as well as some who 
hung on the rails that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed is one of the major beef breeds, one 
that must be reckoned with where the pro- 
ducer desires to improve his cattle to the 
point of growing market topping beef with

The second high for the sale was found 
when Mr. Robert C. Roebling, of Modena 
Farms, Savannah, Georgia, placed a bid of 
$1,500.00, (which took the bull) for Black- 
capmere 113th, offered by Congdon & Bat- 
tles. This great bull had been grand cham- 
pion at a number of shows the past season, 
including the American Royal, had won his 
class at Chicago and was a red hot contend- 
er for the grand championship honors. His 
breeding is such that Mr. Roebling can now 
proceed with a well defined plan of line 
breeding in his new herd in as much as his 
females are bred to accommodate just such 
procedure. While Mr. Roebling has for

, hundred covers were laid for the annual Aber- 
ion on banquet which preceded the annual meeting 
oy Sherman Hotel, in Chicago, on Wednesday evening Decem- 
: gt Breeders and friends were present from every corner of 
tates and many of our Canadian neighbors on the north par- 
poe pars again this year. This was one of the most delightful din- 
a rties that has occurred since we have been attending these 
nefairs The air of fellowship that prevailed was indeed gratifying. 
F llowing the dinner a brief program was carried out. President 
S.C Fullerton, of Oklahoma, presided. Dean Curtiss of Iowa State 


College presided at the unvei- 


days? At the conclusion of the Dean’s address the audience was 
dismissed. The tables cleared and the room prepared for the an- 
nual business meeting of the association which was called immed- 
iately into session with President Fullerton in the chair. 
Seventy-four delegates qualified for seats, representing twenty- 
five states in all parts of the country. Demonstrating once again 
the good judgment of the members of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association when they several years ago changed 
to the delegate system of representation by discarding the old 
proxy system. In the olden days men who were not at the meeting, 
and many of whom were no longer interested 
in the breed, permitted their proxies to be

ent. Chas. Snyder, of the Drov- 
ers Journal, responded with an 
speech for the Sad- 
acceptance sp ;

Judge Alex. McDonald, of Cal- 
ifornia University, who had 
placed the breeding cattle at the 
1937 International spoke flat- 
teringly of the progress the 
breed had made since the early 
days when he had visited the 
International arena. Judge Mc- 
Donald pronounced the 1937 
showing a credit to any breed or 
any set of breeders and show- 
men and commented quite at 
length as to the quality, breed 
character and general good type 
of the whole show. 

Mr. J. D. Hine, of Shiiarock, 
Ohio, who entered the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding business way 
back in 1881, during the hey 
days of Lord Hillhurst and Gay 
Blackbird reminisced delightful- 
ly for a time. The Journal is in- 
debted to Mr. Hine for a group 
of very old engravings showing 
some of the old time cattle,’ 
among them Stanley Pierce’s 
first Internaticnal grand cham- 
pion steer—Advance. 

The chairman introduced 
among others, the Schmidt 
Brothers, of lowa, who had 
shown the International grand 
champion carlot of fat cattle— 
and they were Aberdeen-Angus, 
partly of their own breeding and 
partly from the Howard Barnes 
range herd from Nebraska, proving that quality exists in the breed 
Tia ier atege of te comntry the efile reap come. fom, 

yards s, x. an an, of Ontario, who had bre 

fitted and shown the International grand champion Aberdeen- 
Angus bull were also introduced as was Elliott Brown, of Iowa, who

uced as the main speaker. The Dean gave one of the most inte- 
resting addresses ever presented to an annual dinner gathering. 
Aside from being a humorist of marked talent, the Dean carried 
his audience back to the beginning of time, so far at least as we 
have a definite record, and there introduced his listeners to a rath- 
er veiled origin of the bovine species, referring at one time to the 
great herds of Jacob and even went so far as to intimate that the 
herdsmen of that day had their cattle troubles, including symptoms 
of Bangs disease. Wonder what our cattle would look like today 
had a systematic slaughter of reactors been instituted in those 
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Secretary Tomhave 


gathered and used to overwhelm the active 
breeders who were in attendance at the meet- 
ing. Not so now, regularly elected delegates 
from the various districts, comprised of indi- 
vidual states, were on hand to do business for 
the association and the members they repre- 
sented. 

Lhe ieelection of both President Fullerton, 
of Oklahoma, and Vice-¥resident H. VD. Miller, 
ot lowa, was accomplished trom the floor. This 
occurred atter the regular tormalities of open- 
ing had passed and various reports had been 
read and ordered ot record. President Fuller- 
ton gave his annual address in which he 
spoke encouragingly of the advances the breed 
had made during the year and the prospects 
tor 1988 to be still better. He referred to some 
lengthy trips that he had made during the 
year to gather first hand impressions of what 
was really going on in the way of breed pro- 
motion. Among his recommendations was one 
that should be of vital importance to all breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and that is the 
proper ear tattooing of all cattle before they 
are recorded, that tattoo number to be filed 
with the application for registration and to be- 
come a part of the certificate issued, thus sup- 
plying a definite identification for every ani- 
mal recorded. This program, now that depend- 
able, workable inks have been devised and 
tested, smacks of soundness. 


When it came time for the election of five 
directors to succeed Otto V. Battles, of Wash- 
ington, E. H. Schloeman, of Minnesota, J. Gar- 
rett Tolan, of Illinois, who were each serving 
a first term; and J. B. Hollinger, of Kansas 
and H. L. Thornton, of Illinois, who had served 
their full two terms and were no longer eli- 
gible to serve; a committee of seven was ap- 
pointed upon motion, to recommend a set of 
candidates. The committee reported and to its 
list was added from the floor five more can- 
didates. Then the election proceeded. When 
the ballots had been canvassed it was found 
that the three first named gentlemen had been 
returned for a second term and that Mr. 
Charles T. Neale, of Virginia and Senator 
Lantz of Illinois had been elected to fill the vacancies. 

The meeting was then adjourned. 

At the business meeting of the new board which took place the 
next day at the association offices, Secretary W. H. Tomhave whose 
record for the past year had been very complimentary was reelect- 
ed to his post for 1938. Treasurer J. F. McKenny, of Missouri, was 
also reelected, having been appointed earlier in the fall to fill the 
vacancy created by the death of former Treasurer Mr. McGilvray. 

The following committees were also appointed: Executive—Lantz, 
Jackson, Tudor. Finance—Marshall, Kershaw, Lantz. Classifica- 
tion—Tolan, Brown, Battles. Breed Promotion—Kershaw, Pass- 
more, Jackson. Judges—McKenny, Kershaw, Laflin. Appropria- 
tions—Mills, Passmore, Schloeman. The addresses of these gentle- 
men may be found at the head of the editorial page in this issue 
and will appear in that position throughout the year, 

From all appearances it looks like the parent association is pre- 
paring to very actively enter the field of promotion for the breed. 
An appropriation was made for the employment of a fieldman.

It was 
there that a group of live stock men were 
gathering for a day’s visit and to dis- 
cuss plans for future improve- 
ment of East Tennessee live 
stock. 

We drove into Hardwick Farms 
about 10:30 in the morning, and 
here I must try to tell a few 
things about a very rare pleasure. 
Beauty spots, it seems, are found 
all over and Tennessee 1s no ex- 
ception and Hardwick Farms 
must be termed a beautiful place. 
Driving in, one finds the end of 
the road right against a small 
mountain side, where trees, old 
possibly as the hill itself and just 
as friendly, with huge spreading 
boughs, afford a most delightful 
place to rest one’s self. More 
than that Mr. Hardwick has seen 
fit to equip the little natural park 
with a fine lawn and a few seats. 
Nature contributed more, a spring 
that runs the year round, coming 
out from the bottom of the hill. 
This spring is a real treat, for 
plenty of cool water runs and 
there is a little place where one 
finds gourds lying about to be 
used as dippers. Then, the over- 
flow runs over the rocks and out 
into a miniature lake that occupies about an 
acre of ground. Deep enough and cool 
enough to swin in. This lake borders right 
up against the house itself and from the 
veranda, that extends the full frontage of 
the building, one might dive into the cool 
waters. On the porch is a small jar of oat- 
meal and to see a school of beautiful trout, 
one has merely to throw a handful of meal 
out on the waters and watch the fish take 
advantage of it. One would have to be an 
artist to try and recount the experiences of 
seeing and visiting this farm. It stands out 
as one of the really beautiful places that 
can be found. The story goes that Mr. 
Hardwick bought the spring and the former 
owners “threw in” the farm. I don’t know 
about that, but must say that if that be the 
case, it was a smart day’s work. 

Getting back to the business of the day, 
we were met by our hosts, Mr. C. L. Hard- 
wick and his fine manager, Mr. Joe Kee- 
fauver. The meeting was already started 
and soon after our arrival, Mr. Hardwick 
was introduced to his guests and proceeded 
to welcome them and invite them to a feast 
of fish. Fish, isn’t usually my favorite dish, 
but if you can offer it as it was served 
there, I’ll take it with a lot of pleasure. No 
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appetizer was needed to whet our appetites, 
for the aroma of the frying fish took care 
of that well enough. Everyone, at least 
those that I was near, enjoyed a fish fry 
that one will not forget. Followed with 
more watermelon than anyone should eat, 
all went away in comfort, and some of us, 
who realize too late our capacities, were in 
Sane pleasant discomfort, if such is possi-

Business of the day, followed the luncheon 
and soon everyone went to the barns where 
remarks were to be made about and con- 
cerning East Tennessee live stock its pro- 
blems and improvements.

Then we heard from an “older-younger” 
man, who confines his remarks to pastures 
and Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Very interest- 
ing too, was Mr. R. M. Clark, of Lexington, 
Kentucky. He knows about which he talks, 
too, for blue grass pasture is extensive and 
excellent on their farms, so, too are Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, and his special fancy is 
building up the soil through breeding live 
stock.

Dr. Jacobs of the University of Tennessee 
talked of the particular improvement made 
in Tennessee live stock in the past few 
years, and cited especially the work that 
Mr. Hardwick was doing with his farm, 
which had been, an abandoned farm, where 
fertility was at a low ebb. Having used 
proper methods of building back the soil 
and grazing it with live stock, improvement 
had already been made and more is planned.

Eight years ago, on a soft spring after- 
noon, I wandered into Anderson’s Weekly 
Sale at Cecilton, Maryland, and saw there 
five or six grass steers, black with no horns. 
Several old farmers were leaning over the 
rails of the cattle pen talking of these 
steers, and I heard one farmer state that he 
thought the beasts were POLEANGLES. 


And that is about as far as the local know- 
ledge of Aberdeen-Angus cattle went in 
those days. There were about three herds 
of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus in the state 
—two of which are still very active, the 
Bennett’s Point herd belonging to Mr. and 
Mrs. M. C. Sherman, and the Chartley herd 
belonging to Major Shirley and Son. But 
the sea-fronds of public interest had al- 
ready begun to stir in the turning tide of 
a rising Aberdeen-Angus trade in the Kast 
and before long that tide showed its force, 
passing level after level, establishing new 
herd after new herd, until the black waters 
flowed deep over Maryland pastures and 
hills, with never a peak to show above 
them. 

In 1931 Mr. Sherman started the Mary- 
land Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
and from that time on the breeders of the 
state formed a well-behaved, prosperous, 
and exceedingly fruitful family, with new 
members being born into it with guinea-pig 
rapidity. All hands felt, and still feel, that 
the more Aberdeen-Angus breeders we have 
in Maryland, the more evident and lasting 
will be Aberdeen-Angus supremacy in the 
East, and so the more lasting and profitable 
will be business for all. It is fun to work in 
such a group as we have here, where the 
winnings and profits of one, form to a 
degree, the winnings and profits of all. 

In 1932 we started sending long-fed 
Aberdeen-Angus steers to Philadelphia and 
then to New York, at a surprising premium 
over the Chicago top at the time of each 
shipment; and here again one man helped 
another. For when a slaughter house killed 
one load and then another of choice and 
prime Maryland Aberdeen-Angus steers, 
dressing sixty-two, sixty-three and sixty- 
four per cent, the butchers became more 
and more willing and even anxious to secure 
such steers, even at a greater price than 
Chicago plus rail. 

Meanwhile the Maryland Association, 
cheered on each year by the winning of the 
Baltimore Fat Stock Show by a _ grand 
champion Aberdeen-Angus steer, endeavor- 
ed to educate its members and direct their 
efforts for the betterment of the breed. 
Meetings and farm tours were held, and 
then—and three cheers for it!—the Breed- 
er’s Show was started, an annual event 
where emphasis was put rather more on 
desired type than on finish. This show, 
confined to animals under two years of age, 
proved immensely popular, and kept the 
interest and friendly rivalry of the various 
breeders at fever heat. Of course there 
were no money awards in this show, but 
very attractive trophies were offered. The 
hottest of the fights have each year center- 
ed over the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus 
trophy, offered for the best Get-of-Sire. 

Early in the life of the Association a few 
small sales of breeding stock were held in 
Baltimore, but they were not of much im- 
portance. The first real Maryland sale was 
held in conjunction with the Virginia breed- 
ers in the spring of 1936. It was a great 
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Four Clydesdales from Fox Hill with Dean Bedford 
and Joe Vial. 


success, and although most of the cattle 
were little heifers and bulls around fourteen 
months or so of age, the average price was 
$212.50 per head. The next Spring Sale 
in 1937, did even better, running up to a 
$293.00 average on forty-two head of young 
cattle. These sales are held in May at 
Frederick, Maryland. The cattle are divid- 
ed into appropriate classes and are shown 
before an outstanding judge the morning of 
the sale. It has been the constant endeavor 
of the Maryland Association and of the 
Maryland breeders individually to enter in 
this sale only animals of truly superior type 
and conformation, and the average prices 
realized on this young stock would indicate 
that the Marylanders have had consider- 
able success in their effort. 

The Maryland State Fair, held at Timon- 
ium, offered no classifications for beef 
cattle in the early days of the Association. 
Largely through the labor of Mr. W. Alan 
(Blackcap Revolution) McGregor, classes 
for Aberdeen-Angus and Herefords were 
added in 1936. In 1937 the premiums on 
these classifications were increased to such 
an extent that the Maryland State Fair 
should now be attractive to all show herds 
in this country. With over a hundred head 
of fitted Aberdeen-Angus cattle on exhibi- 
tion at the State Fair, well over a hundred 
at the Baltimore Live Stock Show, and 
nearly a hundred at the Breeder’s Show, 
and forty to sixty head at the May Sale 
at Frederick, the farming public now has 
a number of opportunities of seeing the 
Bonnie Blacks on display. But even though 
old Mr. Farmer never bothers to set foot 
inside a fair ground or show ring of any 
kind, he cannot avoid our cattle, for they 
raise their heads to stare at him from many 
a green pasture as he drives by, and their 
names stand at the head of many a farm 
article and market report in journal and 
paper. No longer does he look with sur- 
prise at the POLEANGLES; he watches the 
Aberdeen-Angus spread over the fields of 
his state with the justifiable pride of a

Highlights of 1937. 


1937 was a year of progress in Maryland. 
The Aberdeen-Angus banner flew high. The 
records of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association show 604 pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus transferred to breeders in 
Maryland. This number was only exceeded 
by five other states. Maryland is proud to 
stand sixth on the list of all states buying 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. 

1937 records show almost two hundred 
head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus sold and 
shipped out of Maryland. These went to 
Virginia, Tennessee, New York, West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania, Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, New Jersey, Vermont, Delaware and 
for export to the Dominican Republic. 

1937 records show over twenty new pure 
bred herds established in Maryland during 
the year. Many pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls went into service in grade herds. 

1937 Maryland Breeders Sale sold forty- 
eight animals at an average of $292.00. 

1937 gave us a full Aberdeen-Angus 
classification at the Maryland State Fair 
and a most creditable Aberdeen-Angus show 
where Maryland breeders competed for the 
first time with herds from other states. 

1937 showed a marked increase of inter. 
est in Aberdeen-Angus. The Maryland 
Aberdeen-Angus business is on a sound 
foundation—a foundation of Quality.

A shipment of twenty heifers has just 
been made from Andelot Stock Farms, Wor- 
ton, Maryland, to Mr. Thomas Leiter, of 
Warrenton, Virginia.

One day during the _ International, I 
noticed Mr. W. F. Detwiler, his son Jack 
and Alan McGregor with their heads to- 
gether. Soon came the word that a deal had 
been made for one of the great young bulls 
of the breed. Revolution Bowmaster is 
the bull. W. F. Detwiler of Pittsburgh is 
the buyer. Andelot Stock Farms, of Wor- 
ton, Maryland, is the seller. 

Mr. Detwiler has just recently started in 
the Aberdeen-Angus business. He has 
quietly been gathering a few choice heifers 
together on his Pennsylvania farm. At the 
recent International sale he was the prin- 
cipal buyer of females, taking nine or ten 
of the best. He needed a real bull to mate 
with these heifers. He must be ‘an out- 
standing individual and he must have the 
very best of breeding behind him. 

The October issue of the Aberdeen- Angus 
Journal contained an article “How a Grand 
Champion is Produced” with the talhulated 
pedigree of Revolution Bowmaster used as 
an illustration. Mr. Detwiler and his son 
read this with a great deal of interest. The 
pedigree fitted into their ideas of what they 
wanted in a herd sire. He had been grand 
champion of the Maryland state fair. He 


repeated this at the Maryland Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders show, where he also won 
the sweepstakes trophy for the best animal 
in the show. He seemed to fill the bill and 
negotiations were opened for his purchase. 
The bull changed hands and is now on Mr. 
Detwiler’s farm, not far from Pittsburgh. 


I saw Revolution Bowmaster win at the 
Maryland state fair and again at the Breed- 
ers show. Many of our best breeders and 
judges have pronounced him one of the best 
of the breed. He is a bull of wonderful 
fleshing with more real meat on top of his 
tack than most. I know Alan McGregor 
thought a lot of him and was using him 
heavily on the Andelot herd.

There are many directions in which 
deen-Angus may be found leaving Cold ol 
urday, but while going westward, Frederick 
is but a few miles.

Was Heeded in Spite of Stormy Weather and Bad Roads 


Poweshiek (lowa) County Breeders stag- 
ed their first annual public auction at Grin- 
nell, Iowa, on Tuesday, December 7th, under 
rather trying conditions. Icy roads kept 
many away, a threatening northwester fail- 
ed to bring many others to the ring side. 
Nevertheless the consigners, determined 
that their breed promotional program 
should go on, proceeded with the auction. 
Quite a nice audience assembled and stayed 
the sale through. The men on the seats 
were mostly local farmers. Col. <A. W. 
Thompson, of Lincoln, Nebraska, had come 
over the night before so was on hand to 
start the sale going promptly on time. 

This was a first sale, and many things 
had to be learned that will be of benefit in 
the future. While a good share of the 
cattle were well developed and well fitted 
there were others that were not specially 
attractive in spite of their good breeding 
and perhaps exceptional value as breeding 
cattle, because they had not been carried 
along sufficiently prior to the sale to give 
them the size and scale that they should 
have shown. The consigners were quick to 
grasp the situation as the audience gather- 
ed and the sale opened, and it is safe to 
say that the cattle that will appear in the 
next Poweshiek auction will be selected with 
greater care on the part of both the con- 
signers and the sales committee, because 
every last man in that organization is in 
the business to stay and to make good not 
alone for himself but for his county organ- 
ization. Poweshiek county is a great breed- 
ing ground for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. No 
better breeding can be found in any local- 
ity, and no finer set of breeders ever at- 
tempted to consolidate their efforts in be- 
half of the breed. Just watch for the next 
sale announcement and then make arrange- 
ments to attend the sale and observe how 
great the improvement will be. 

Under such weather conditions, the ab- 
sence of outside buyers made it easy for 
those who did attend to satisfy their wants 
at a bargain price level. The top animal of

Breniman & Son, of Brooklyn. This young- 
ster was a son of Excelsior Excel K., who 
is by Excelsior Marshall Again, and was out 
of tilba 4th of Strathmore 490684, and she 
was a daughter of the International grand 
champion Revolution 100th. This was a 
well developed and well fitted calf and he 
sold readily to Fred D. Zhorne, of Tama, 
Iowa, at $280.00. Not a fancy price but 
he proved a good dividend check from his 
young mother. The next top of $200.00 was 
attained when the good yearling bull, Black- 
cap Bandrolin 518681, consigned by E. 
Brothersen & Son, of Victor, Iowa, was 
sold to D. E. Krueger, of Baxter, Iowa. This 
was a son of Bandrolin and Bandoella, both 
being sired by the great breeding bull 
Biackcap Bandolier 2d. These were the two 
high spots. Neither of these young bulls 
ceuld have been bought at the same price 
privately, and this might well be said for 
practically the whole of the offering. 
Nevertheless the sale had hardly finished 
when the members of the organization had 
begun to lay plans for the next sale.

have an honor system whereby a farmer 
would NOT be paid for NOT raising but 
would be paid a bonus for raising better 
live stock? This would give the consumer 
a much better cut of beef or pork for the 
price now paid for inferior meat. 
_ See for instance what has been happen- 
ing to the hog market—prepared pork im- 
ported to this country at an import tax of 
3/4¢ a pound has resulted in imported pork 
jumping from 5,297,335 pounds in 1935, 
total value $1,261,146.00 to 26,087,850 
pounds in 1936 total value $7,040,739 (fig- 
ures from table by John Watson, Ill. Agr. 
Assn.). 

Beef (fresh-chilled-frozen-prepared or 
preserved) carries an import tax of 6c a 
pound. However as imports are a small 
part of our production still they have shown 
a serious effect on our markets, because 
they are landed at our Eastern markets 
where prices are largely determined. 

Think how much beef is shipped into our 
country every year, last year canned beef 
imports were 87,764,000 pounds and 410,299 
live cattle crossed our borders from Mex- 
ico and Canada—U. S. Market News Ser- 
vice) and divide that amount among the 
American farmers. Why should every 
farmer not keep a few more cows? Why 
not save the U. S. market for our own 
farmers? Fortunes have been made in land 
and cattle. Can the American farmer af- 
ford to have huge quantities of foreign 
produce (that should be supplied by him) 
dumped into the U. S. : 

Will the Government help? It is now 
becoming more and more difficult to ship 
pure bred breeding cattle from one state 
to another. Even today a telegram came 
from a gentleman in Pennsylvania want- 
ing to know the addresses of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders who could ship breeding 
cattle into that state legally. The new 
Pennsylvania law and similar laws that are 
being adopted by other states will cripple 
the shipments of breeding cattle but does 
little or nothing to stop imported prepar- 
ed beef from being shipped into the same 
states.—Dick.

We have on our desk a letter from R. P. 
Purefoy, of Talladega, Alabama, which is 
quite lengthy, but so interesting that we 
are passing it on to you. He writes: “Over 
a year ago I purchased a herd that consis- 
ted of about forty grade cows and fourteen 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cows that were 
registered, and I also purchased a bull from 
G. C. Passmore—this was Autauga Revolu- 
tion 486018. 

“Right now I am operating for the com- 
mercial market only, but I am building my 
herd of pure breds by keeping all of the 
heifer calves and selling off the grades. I 
should have said that I am keeping only the 
pure bred heifers and selling all the others 
including the pure bred bull calves. Even- 
tually I expect to get rid of all the grade 
cattle and have only the pure breds, then I 
will register both bulls and heifers and ad- 
vertise them for sale as seed stock. 

“I have two farms, but I have cattle on 
only one which contains 271 acres of black 
loam soil which furnishes an abundance of 
grasses and wild clover, the principal of 
which is Lespedeza, that cattle men have 
told me has about the same food value as 
alfalfa. There is a deep well that has an 
inexhaustible supply of good water, and a 
barn I recently built and had painted, which 
is large enough to house my entire herd 
during the winter months. Unlike my neigh- 
bors who turn their cattle out to rove any- 
where and everywhere to shift for them- 
selves throughout the winter months, I keep 
my cattle on the farm all the time and feed 
them cotton seed meal, hulls and hay dur- 
ing the winter months and when the cold 
winds and the rains come, they are protec- 
ted and kept warm and dry in the barn. 

“T have travelled all over the West, as 
far as the Pacific coast, seen many fine 
herds of the various breeds and have seen 
the cattle in the great stock yards at Chi- 
cago. I came to the conclusion that the 
doddies were the very best of all and I 
would not have any other kind. I am glad 
to say that I have a life membership in the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Asso- 
ciation of which I am very proud. 

“My cattle are building what I hope to 
be one of the finest small herds of pure 
bred cattle in the entire South. They are 
wonderful rustlers and if there is a sprig 
of grass left after the killing frosts, they 
will find it. 

“A few months ago I visited my daugh- 
ter, who was a graduate student at Iowa 
State College in Ames, and while there I 
inspected some of the cattle and wanted so 
much to visit you, but being in Ames such 
a short time did not have the opportunity. 
I just want to add that I am not a farmer, 
but a hotel operator and an ex-photograph- 
er. I live 200 miles away from my farms, 
but that does not keep me from being en- 
thusiastic about my cattle, and I visit them 
periodically. I hope to send you some good 
views of my farm and cattle next spring or 
summer.” 

Thank you so much for this interesting 
letter Mr. Purefoy. News of the breed is 
welcome to the readers of the Journal.

Shenandoah Farmers Inspect Many of Virginia’s Top Herds 


Five carloads of farmers from Shenan- 
doah county Virginia, under the leadership 
of County Agricultural Agent G. G. Dicken- 
son, went on a one-day tour to visit some 
of the Virginia “top herds” of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in Clarke and Fauquier coun- 
ties, Tuesday, November 22. 

The motorcade left Woodstock at seven- 
thirty in the morning, making the first 
stop at Red Gate Farm which under the 
capable managership of Ed McLaughlin is 
destined to be one of the better Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding establishments in the state.

Mr. George T. Held, of Fleming, Coiorado, 
has a reason to be interested in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, for his father had a herd on 
the ranch when George was first able to 
walk. His father kept quite a large herd 
until 1928, at which time he sold all but a 
few head. 

In 1932 George started his own grade 
herd, and in 1934 purchased Barbara L. 9th 
and Erica Ermestine L. from W. B. Lutes, 
and a bull from Albert Kniese. He has been 
raising cattle for the commercial market, 
and while located in a territory that is 
nearly all Hereford, he has no thought of 
quitting, and has confidence in a breed 
with so many advantages. He intends to 
increase his herd both in quality and num- 
ber as much as conditions will allow, and 
even now is in the market for a good bull. 

George has only a few calves for sale 
each year, and they are sold locally to the 
feeders. He says, “I hope to continue to 
boost the Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and I 
shall cheer every winner.”

Good Short Grass Rustlers. 


Another breeder who finds that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus have distinct advantages over 
some of the other breeds is Albert Kniese 
of Harrisburg, Colorado. He writes: “I 
find that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are very 
nearly immune from pink eye and snow 
blindness, and are very good hustlers in 
our short grass country, standing both the 
hot and cold weather very well.” 


He starts creep feeding a month or six 
weeks before the calves are weaned and in 
that way they do not lose any weight. 


His herd was started in the fall of 1923 
with the purchase of a bull from Frank 
Travis and five cows from the Hugh Mc- 
Peak sale. In the spring of 1925 he pur- 
chased two heifers of Frank Travis and one 
two year old and a yearling heifer of Lau- 
rence Elliot. Since that time there have 
been no purchases of cows, but they have 
been culling closely and now have 120 head 
of cattle, 90 of which are cows and heifers. 
The best bulls and heifers are kept for 
breeding stock and the rest of the calves 
are sold to club boys, and fed out and sold 
on the Denver market.

The 1937 Junior Live Stock Show at the 
International brought out one of the finest, 
most even lots of calves from beginning to 
end seen at Chicago for some time. While 
there were not quite so many entries per- 
haps as in some other years, the quality, 
type, uniformity, even fleshing of the en- 
tire lot excelled any and all other exhibits. 
There may not have been a particularly out- 
standing flashy candidate for the finals, 
however the general uplift in the essential 
elements that make for better beef were so 
apparent as to make the breed stronger 
than ever in the eyes of the beef making 
world. Aberdeen-Angus took a back seat 
when it came to the finals in both the Jun- 
ior show and the open show. The beautiful 
light roan Shorthorn that carried away the 
grand championship for the entire show 
was without question the best appearing 
individual of his breed that has ever been 
crowned with this glorious wreath and the 
Shorthorn people are to be congratulated 
upon their final triumph. As the Journal 
has repeatedly said we can admire a good 
one regardless of color or breed ties. Sel- 
dom has it been necessary to look upon any- 
thing but a black coated bullock when the 
final ribbons were hung. All breeds could

Aberdeen-Angus Thrive on the Alleghany Table Lands 


Perhaps only a few breeders have ever 
realized that there are a number of herds 
of good Aberdeen-Angus cattle in West 
Virginia. A few may have seen some of 
them, but we just don’t believe they are 
too well known. 

Late October was the date for my short 
visit to West Virginia, and some good ideas 
came into my mind after my visit. I learned 
something from these breeders. At Burling- 
ton is Fort Hill Farm, owned and operated 
by Clyde A. Bonar. Mr. Bonar was kind 
enough to travel with me part of a day to 
Mount Storm, where is located one of the 
really well established herds of Aberdeen- 
Angus. Maplecroft is the name of Mr. 
J. Gabe Hanlin’s farm. You and I might 
call it a ranch, for it covers a lot of ground. 
Maplecroft is on the Alleghany table land, 
and here for forty years has Mr. Hanlin 
been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Pas- 
ture and pasture only is the major factor 
in Mr. Hanlin’s success. He tills very little 
ground, he sells no grain of any kind, he 
buys very little, but he does sell a lot of 
calves each fall. Back in 1898 he bought, 
with a partner, five head of cows and a 
bull. From that original purchase has 
grown a herd of more than a hundred head 
of cows. At that time he owned 140 acres 
of land and now he has some 2000 acres of 
this land, and on these acres he has only 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. They are registered 
too, and although he doesn’t register all his 
calves, many of them have been registered 
and are producing for him and other breed- 
ers some of the best calves in that section.

Mr. Hanlin has a very fine philosophy of 
life, “live and let live.” He occasionally 
starts a new man out by selling him a few 
heifers at an unusually low figure, helps 
him sell the calves, and in that manner has 
been one of the real Aberdeen-Angus pro- 
moters. I recall walking out into one of 
the mountain pastures, cows were fat, and 
just a few days past had fine calves been 
taken from them. These calves were part 
of the feeder calves that were sold at Pet- 
ersburg in October at such good steady 
prices. I noticed a few here and there 
though that had been retained. One espec- 
ially was a little bull calf. I don’t know 
which of the Maplecroft bulls was the sire, 
but there was a bull calf the equal of which 
one doesn’t find very often. Thick and deep 
bodied, a straight back and a straight bot- 
tom line, well set legs and a real bull head. 

If Mr. Hanlin takes less than two fifty 
or three hundred for him, he is playing the 
benefactor’s role again. There was too a 
yearling heifer that had been retained for 
the herd. Never grained, but she had the 
sleekness and appearance of a highly fitted 
heifer. In fact she did have a little grain 
during the week of the county fair, when 
Mr. Hanlin took her from the pasture and 
brough her in to show. She won her class 
over some grain fed heifers. Here is grass, 
the finest fattening grass to be found. 

Winter feeding is not a very big prob- 
iem at Maplecroft. They feed no grain, no 
ensilage and yet the cows are in fine con- 
dition when spring comes and they start to 
calve. The pastures are enclosed by old rail 
fences, and all over may be seen stacks of 
this mountain grass, with rail fences built 
around them. In the winter, cows come up 
to one of these hay stacks and are fed just 
this mountain hay. Seemingly it keeps 
them in excellent condition. 

We hear occasionally that Aberdeen- 
Angus are fine for the feed lot but that 
they aren’t as hardy as some other breed. 
For three to four months a year, you can- 
not drive into Maplecroft. Snow and cold 
weather have a regular habit of being there. 
Yet, no barns, no grain, no shelter except 
the trees and the valleys, and these cows 
look right. 

Such progress as has been made at Maple- 
croft is the result of a rather fine system of 
keeping expenses down. No high prices 
have ever been made, for Mr. Hanliin told 
me that for the past forty years his feeder 
calves have probably at less than six 
months of age averaged $35.00 to $40.00 
per head. 

You would like the air and the scenery, 
and of course the Hanlins, for both are 
deeply interested and their hospitality will 
make you remember the place with pleas- 
ure. I have since being there had more 
than one reminder, for at Maplecroft is 
made, just for their friends, some excellent 
maple syrup and Mr. Hanlin put a gallon 
of it in my car.

West Virginia Sells Feeder Calves. 

Last October 22d at Petersburg, West 
Virginia, was held a feeder calf sale. Ad- 
vertised as selling a hundred head, the 
West Virginia breeders brought in 132 
head of late spring calves. 

From the moment that Col. Earl Wright 
opened the auction we realized that here 
was an auction. Bringing in lots of ten and 
twelve and some times two or three for the 
sake of a few 4-H club boys who wanted to 
secure a calf for feeding, the buyers liter- 
ally ate ’em up. Most of these calves aver- 
aged about three hundred and fifty pounds, 
including about thirty heifers, which were 
also just calves. The total received was not 
high, but in face of a falling market the 
demand was exceptionally good, for every 
lot was hotly contested. Middleburg, Vir- 
ginia, and The Plains were the addresses 
to which most of the calves were to be 
shipped, for Mr. W. A. Phillips and Mr. R. 
J. Vickers came to buy calves. An average 
was made of better than $46.22 per head. 
And folks, that isn’t bad when the weights 
are about 350 pounds, for it figures more 
than 13 cents a pound. 

We wonder here, if a lot of breeders car- 
rying their bull calves along for a year to 
eighteen months, when they realize that the 
herd heading possibilities for them is not 
too good, would not be a bit interested in 
this old West Virginia custom of steering 
the bull calves and selling them at four 
and five months for about fifty dollars. 
There is a good market for these feeders, 
there isn’t a market at all for poor bulls. 

There is very little expense in getting a 
calf ready for a feeder sale, and to keep a 
bull calf that isn’t a good one and try to 
make him attractive enough for some one 
to buy requires a lot of time and effort and 
no little expense. Feeder calf sales should 
be a part of every state association’s job.

It seldoms happens by chance. When a 
grand champion calf appears on the horizon, 
there is something back of him besides feed 
and care, and that thing is breeding. Again 
an extended tabulation denotes what we are 
talking about. Study it and note the number 
of animals that represent championship 
blood lines. And, note likewise, the names 
of the breeders who bred the ancestors. 
Just another well established line of breed- 
ing incorporating the endeavors of many 
master breeders. 

Anna Marie’s father, C. C. VanHoy, has 
given a brief sketch of the life of this calf 
and how he was handled, which is summed 
up in these words: “Anna Marie not only 
won Grand Championship in both the 4-H 
Club show and in the open class with her 
steer, but her three steers were good enough 
to take first in the class of three steers 
owned by one person (open class). Also 
two of her steers, along with one of Van- 
Hoy’s of Bedford, Indiana, won first place 
in Get of Sire all sired by Eroica 3d of St. 
Albans 474998. This prize was much sought 
for by all breeders.

“Eroica Boy weighed 530 pounds at the 
start and gained two pounds-plus per day, 
weighing 1090 pounds at the end of the 
feeding period, but was down to 1050 when 
weighed after the sale, bringing 70 cents 
per pound or $735.00 along with the cash 
winnings of about $145.00. 

“Her calves were all fed alike. When 
they were weaned at about six months of 
age they were turned to self feeders con- 
taining ground ear corn, oats, bran, black- 
strap molasses and cotton seed meal. Dur- 
ing the last six months the corn was shell- 
ed and cracked and a small amount of pea 
size linseed meal added. At all times the 
calves had plenty of fresh water and salt 
before them. We were told that it could 
not be done, but we never did use a nurse 
cow. 

“My three sons, John, Robert and Hugh 
have shown calves all during their 4-H club 
years and were close to the top several 
times. Reserve champion one year, and three 
calves stood in second place in their re- 
spective classes one year. 

“John and Robert each, by 4-H Club 
achievement, won four year scholarships at 


Purdue and by working, sometimes holding 
two jobs, they succeeded in pulling through 
or at least John has finished his course, has 
gotten his Master’s degree, and has a good 
job. Robert is a senior this year. Hugh 
is married and lives on the farm, and he 
assists me in caring for a herd of about 
eighty Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

“Of all the 4-H Club projects, and we 
have tried about all of them, none will get 
so close to the boy or girl as a calf club, 
and especially if the club calf is a sleek, 
blocky, Aberdeen-Angus. 

“Anna Marie says that her experience at 
the Indiana State Fair gave her the biggest 
thrill she had ever had. She was so thrilled 
and tickled that on the day the grand cham- 
pionship ribbons was presented to her she 
shed not a few tears of pent-up excitement 
and pure joy.”

Last June 
lend need for new sires and made a trip 
through Nebraska, Iowa, and into Illinois 
and after covering many miles and visiting 
a number of herds decided on a son of each 
Glencarnock Revolution 6th, Blackcap Ban- 
dolier 2d and Eastman 3d. These sons 
happened to be all Blackcaps. ; 
The Kemp bull, Revolution’s Belmore, is 
out of Blackcap Carmen 10th by Black Bel- 
more and will be used jointly by both Dr. 
Moorman (D.V.S.) who has a herd of some 
forty odd head of cows, and myself. 

The Bandolier 16th bull is the last son 
of the old bull and out of the show heifer 
Pinehurst Blackcap and will be used by 
Fred Fassler, of Akron, to top his commer- 
cial herd. This was the thickset and lowest 
set bull I saw on the entire trip. 

In Illinois I found a good two year old 
son of Eastman 8d. This bull, Black Em- 
phasize 4th is a THORNTON bred bull and 
has a combination of one-fourth each of 
Prizemere, Erianna, Earl Marshall and Matt 
Baker Blackeap. We have some forty head 
bred to him and think he is quite a bull. 

At Larkspur Ed Serrell has a nice lot of 
young cows about half from my herd and 
top half from the Hartley Stock Farms at 
Page, North Dakota. Several of them are 
by Revolution 11th and General of Page. 
Previously, 1935, Mr. Serrell had bought 
three bulls from Hartleys all sired by 
Evaxus 8th and they were distributed here. 
Mr. Serrell keeping Bard of Page out of an 
Ames Plantation dam. Dr. Moorman took 
Evaxus 5th out of a Blackcap Revolution 
dam and I am using Evaxus 2d of Ada out 
of the old Black Jestress 6th by Blackcap 
Bertram, same dam as Revolution 28th of 
Page who was exported to Australia last 
ear. 

Down at Bob Lucore’s we find the good 
Blackmere bull by Blackmere 16th probably 
one of the best bulls ever used in the 
Congdon & Battles herd. This bull did 
service at the University of Montana be- 
fore coming to Lucores. 

Albert Kniese always has a sire or two 
with best of breeding. Especially the Hol- 
linger Irenmere and Revolution blood and 
his cattle do the most rustling for them- 
selves and look good on it of any herd I 
ever saw. 

There are no doubt other new sires in 
this territory. We are not familiar with 
all the herds in the state but we do know 
there has been only one complete dispersion 
in the past five or six years, viz., the Au- 
brey Reid herd at Roggen on account of Mr. 
Reid’s health. However, many new herds 
have been started. Mr. Walter C. Fergu- 
son, of Cheyenne, who owned only one 
Aberdeen-Angus cow, bought three bulls 
and twelve cows of us in October and will 
use these bulls on Hereford cows, adding 
more Aberdeen-Angus cows as he finds it 
convenient.

Some 
of the best Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
States were raised under may care. I was 
with Geary Brothers, at Brookfield, Miss., 
and handled the Evans herd at Emerson, 
Iowa, for ten years. 

“We have shipped over seven hundred 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the 
States this winter from Western Canada. I 


think these animals will give a good ac- 
count of themselves in their new homes.” 

(Note:—This just goes to show that there 
is an ever increasing demand for Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle. That demand can 
easily be increased if the breeders in this 
country will take it upon themselves to be- 
come a part of the breed promotion cam- 
paign to be waged during 1938. Grab every 
opportunity to gain printed publicity for the 
breed and by no means overlook your own 
breed paper when casting for a place to get 
that publicity before people who are really 
interested in the breed. When you hear 
someone discussing the relative merits of 
the breed be sure to send his name to this 
office so we can furnish him with printed 
facts setting forth the true value of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the scheme of Ameri- 
can Agriculture.

& Battles, of Yakima, Washington; H. : 
Sawyer & Son, of Howard, South Dakota; 
and the Hanna and Hartley herds from 
Bordulac and Page, North Dakota, respec- 
tively, met Campbell Brothers, of Utica, 
Minnesota, and several part herds to make 
a great showing for the Bonnie Blacks. 

The aged bull class was headed by Black- 
capmere 113th a well developed mature bull 
of much promise, shown by Congdon & 
Battles. This bull was good enough to meet 
the approval of Judge Montgomery suffi- 
ciently well to be given the_ senior and 
grand championship honors. He is a mas- 
sive fellow, very smooth and mellow and a 
half brother to the International grand 
champion Epponian 8th of Rosemere shown 
by this firm last year. Prizemere 387th, a 
very promising individual won the two year 
old class for the same firm. The senior 
yearling bull class was headed by a very 

romising show and breeding prospect, Gen- 
eral 2d of Ada, shown by the Hartley Stock 
Farm. 

The University of Minnesota came for- 
ward with a likely youngster called Prince 
Jet 2d of Ada, who won in a strong class 
of junior yearlings. He was a nicely turn- 
ed bull good enough to become junior and 
reserve grand champion bull of the show. 
Hartleys won the summer yearling bull 
class with Black Begora of Page while 
Hanna closed the bull division by showing 
their bull calf, Eliminator 2d of Bordulac, 
to the top of a big class of youngsters.

The Aberdeen-Angus show at the Toronto 
Royal Winter Fair on November 16th to 
24th was outstanding. It was probably the 
best Aberdeen-Angus show ever held at 
Toronto. This is especially true if judged 
from a quality standpoint. Winners at 
Toronto this year would be winners at 
Chicago or any other big show. The show 
was judged by Kenneth McGregor, of Ada, 
Minnesota. 


When the first class, which was the aged 
bull class, was brought out, a big crowd 
had already gathered around the ring to 
see the judging. There was intense inter- 
est in the show, for the reason that the best 
cattle of western Canada were in Toronto 
to meet the best of eastern Canada, and it 
was expected that every class would be a 
hard fought one. In addition to the Can- 
adian herds, the herd of William E. Scripps, 
of Lake Orion, Michigan, was there to 
compete, which gave an International color 
to the show. The aged bull class had an 
outstanding winner for the Canadian Paci- 
fic R.R., of Calgary, Alberta, in the bull 
Glenelg Lord Middlebrook. This bull had 
been a prominent winner all through west- 
ern Canada during the summer and looked 
better than ever at Toronto. He won his 
class quite handily over two good sons of 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page. 


The two year old bull class was a won- 
derful show, and was headed by Bandolier 
of Anoka 6th, owned by Edwards Bros., of 
Watford, Ontario.

I realize, on the 
basis of my previous experience, that there 
is some danger of the out-cross being too 
violent, yet I cannot afford to ignore the 
progress breeders are making elsewhere in 
the world, for I might get something with 
which I could further build up the Rosemere 
herd. I may not put the bulls, which may 
be produced by this procedure, into direct 
service in the herd. I may decide that it 
will be advisable to try them out tentatively 
with a restricted number of matings, to be 
certain that I do not upset the accomplish- 
ments already made in the present Rose- 
mere animals. 

Already we have had some experience in 
a bull out-cross that has not been satisfact- 
ory. A few years ago I sold an Internation-

al first prize heifer to another breeding 
establishment and when she was offered for 
re-sale in calf to an imported Scotch bull I 
purchased her back on the chance that she 
might have a bull calf, which as a herd bull 
would bring in some outside blood that 
would be beneficial. My expectations were 
partly fulfilled when the calf turned out to 
be a bull, but his type was so different that 
we never used him as we felt that by doing 
so we would be taking too big a chance of 
upsetting our herd type and conformation. 
We therefore sold him to a cattleman on 
the West Coast who was not a breeder of 
purebreds. It is my belief that if we im- 
port several females we may find enough 
differences in the calves that they produce 
that some of them may fit our type. After

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investment into all the calves which we 


produce. _ 

Yet this does not mean that the majority 
of the calves in each generation are un- 
worthy of this opportunity. There has been 
no single year when we have not left better 
animals behind than we have taken to the 
shows. For example, we did not consider 
Epponian 8th such an outstanding prospect 
as a calf and we only put him in the hands 
of our herdsman in his second year. We 
have over a hundred each of bull calves and 
heifer calves annually and they are so uni- 
form that we have the greatest difficulty 
in determining which ones we shall select 
for our show herd. Each year we have left 
at home two or three animals that later 
turn out to be better than the ones original- 
ly selected for the show herds; also we do 
not know how many others might be in- 
cluded in this category, because we sell 
them young to other breeders or to farmers 
and non-registered herds we later can get 
no records of their merits. 


I suppose that the principal criticism of 
our selecting cattle on the basis of individ- 
ual merit and the show ring is that we are 
selecting developed characters in the animal 
and neither know what undeveloped charac- 
ters may be present nor whether the hered- 
itary traits the animal may transmit corres- 
pond to those that we see. All breeders 
know that animals may breed quite differ- 
ently from the way they should as measur- 
ed by appearance. But this variation is to 
our advantage as often as to our disadvant- 
age. Especially is this true in cows because 
we do not force the development of our 
breeding cows as much as our bulls, or as 
much as their progeny. We gradually come 
to know what our breeding animals will 
most probably do in a breeding way, largely 


from the accomplishments of their parents 
and ancestors, but partly from their ap- 
pearance and partly from the knowledge of 
our ability to develop our animals. Per- 
haps breeders sometimes mask the effect of 
their selection by over-developing some ani- 
mals with minor defects. It is obvious that 
we often select animals for breeding whose 
appearance does not match their real hered- 
itary make-up, but on the other hand, we 
come much closer than a scientist might 
feel like admitting, because we are so close 
to our animals and to their feeding and 
breeding abilities. I think we recognize 
many things from our association with our 
cattle which a scientist cannot measure. 


Perhaps it is true that the show ring does 
not give an accurate indication of the breed- 
ing qualities of an animal on which a pur- 
chaser may base his judgment in adding 
animals to his herd, but there is no question 
in our own herd which we are managing 
ourselves, and where we can see the calves 
as they come, that an advance in the quality 
of our tops also means an advance in the 
quality of our average calf crop. 

While statistically the critics of the show 
ring method of measuring merit in beef ani- 


mals may be correct, actually those of us

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who live day to day with our animals know 
when our sires are producing good calves on 
the average or only producing good calves 
occasionally, and the latter class never get 
in service the second time. Such critics may 
say that we sell these poorer animals to 


other breeders or to farmers. This is un- 
questionably true, but it is very seldom 
that we sell them into herds where they do 
not produce an improvement in the average 
quality of that herd. After all, there is a 
great deal of difference in the results ex- 
pected in the herd of the commercial breed- 
er and in the herd of the man who is trying 
to improve the type and quality of the breed 
as a whole. 

I have often wondered what scientists can 
offer as a substitute for the show ring. Sev- 
eral have told me that we should have a 
standard of performance with carcass tests, 
etc. I think there is no question but that 
these would be helpful, but I do not see how 
we could afford to sacrifice any of our best 
breeding bulls or females to determine what 
their carcasses are like. We do not have 
any standards whereby we could compare a 
bull carcass or a cow carcass with a steer 
carcass suitable for the beef trade and give 
us even as much information as we already 
have secured by our study of the living ani- 
mal, with our eyes. I do not mean by this 
statement that we should not study more 
and more improved systems of judging. I 
think such studies should continue. 

Perhaps we could have more carcass tests 
for the progeny of our bulls. In other 
words, we might be able to breed our good 
bulls to a few commercial cows and slaught- 
er their progeny, but unless we had a very 


uniformly bred lot of cows whose own 
breeding performance we could measure, we 
could never tell what defects in ihe steers 
might be credited to them and what to the 
sires. And the expense involved in such a 
system would be overwhelming. 

Probably the nearest we approach to ob- 
taining a measure of the value of the breed- 
ing performances of our animals in the 
show ring is found in the get-of-sire and 
produce-of-dam classes. I realize that these 
are rather far away from the final goal of 
the block, however. In actual practice the 
four animals in the get-of-sire group are 
one generation away from the bulls whose 
performance we are measuring, and usually 
they are at least two generations removed 
from the production of commercial cattle. 
In other words, the young bulls or heifers 
in a get-of-sire class as a rule do not pro- 
duce slaughter steers directly but instead 
produce other bulls or heifers that may be- 
get slaughter steers. Hence, we are still a 
long way removed from the carcass stand- 
ard when we compare animals on the basis 
of awards in get-of-sire classes. 

Yet I think there is a great deal of merit 
in these classes as far as they go. Breeders 
who have difficulty in getting together a 
proper and uniform group know very well 
that their bulls are not breeding as uniform- 
ly as they should desire, and they further- 
more know that they must make better se- 
lections in their future breeding animals 
for individual merit and for pedigree. As 
previously stated, I believe that the zgreat- 
est emphasis should be placed on the pres- 
ence of known prepotent animals in the ped- 
igrees on both the sires’ and dams’ sides,

Perhaps I am so close to our cattle that 
I do not even see the abstract qualities of 
the pedigree, since in the Rosemere herd I 
can visualize practically every animal whose 
name appears in the last thirty years I 
realize that the scientist cannot do this and 
I also realize that he can question my ‘abil- 
ity to mate animals successfully based on 
this knowledge. Yet as I know Aberdeen- 
Angus, I cannot help but appreciate the im- 
provement in quality which has taken place 
in the years that I have been identified with 
the breed. I do not believe this is due to 
chance or that it is a bit of luck, but I do 
believe taat it finds its source in the efforts 
of the really constructive breeders—those 
who had the ability to pick the right foun- 
dation stock, to recognize merit in the ani- 
mals with which they worked, to select to- 
ward a proper type, and to blend blood lines 
in a manner that produces a maximum of 
good quality cattle and a minimum of poor 
ones. From the abstract viewpoint I may 
be far from the truth, but if I am I would 
like to have the geneticist explain to me 
just what I must do to be saved.
